Postmaster Pleas Malcolm today 
appealed to the residents oi Sikes­ 
ton to help reduce the hagard of 
slips and tails for letter carriers 
and other postal personnel who 
call at their homes. 


Mr. Malcolm emphasized that 
the Post Office Department is not 
alone in lacing a problem ot em­ 
ployee 
injuries

falls and said he hopes also that 
his appeal w ill be of assistance to 
employees of delivery and serv­ 
ice agencies — utilities, 
dairies, 
grocery stores, cleaners, depart­ 
ment stores and the like.

that Washington Post Office De­ 
partment headquarters had

SOLVING Ol'R FARM 
PROBLEMS 
Perhaps it is redundant to say 
that the future cf agriculture in 
Southeast Missouri depends upon 
how well we solve the prob lems 
facing the farmer today. But agri- 
cultural economists insist that if ag 
riculturc would spend 
sufficient 
capital each year on farm research 
the potential of farming in 
the 
United States is b eyond imagina­ 
tion. 
Staff memb ers of » he College of 
Agriculture at the University of 
Missouri have also insisted that 
Southeast Missouri holds the great­ 
est agricultural potential of 
anv 
area in the country. And South 
east Missouri intends to a. k 
the 
next General Assemb ly for a six- 
year $1,8 20.000 appropriation for 
the construction and maintenance 
of a Delta Research Center in the 
Bootheel. 
As a result of a comprehensive 
study made b y a special Missouri 
Cotton Producers committee, the 
proposal to estab lish a research 
center in this area will b e made to 
the legislature b y Bootheel legisla­ 
tors. While arriving at its conclus­ 
ion to estab lish an experiment cen­ 
ter here, the special committee al­ 
so named specific prob lems now 
j facing Southeast Missouri 
which 
must b e overcome b efore the full 
potential of this area is realized 
The committee, focusing much of 
its attention on cotton, called for 
more experimentation and informa­ 
tion on land leveling, drainage and 
irrigation of cotton production, on 
efficient use of mechanization, on 
cotton b reeding and varietvy test­ 
ing, or insect control, on cotton 
diseases and defoliation. Pointing 
to these prob lems in particular, the 
committee stated that 
solutions 
must b e found—and wisely pointed 
out that the only wav to find the 
solutions is to estab lish a research i 
center in the cotton country. 
Since Southeast Missouri, some 
years, produces one-half of 
the 
state’s soyb ean crop, the commit- i 
tee listed several prob lems now fac- J 
ing b ean farmers in this area. A- 
mong them are b ean 
diseases, 
b reeding and variety prob lems, and 
soy y b e a n culture. On grain crops, 
the committee noted prob lems of 
harvesting, storage and marketing, | 
of b etter b reeding varieties and the i 
b reeding of small grain. 
The 14-man agriculture commis­ 
sion noted that highly profitab le 
livestock production can b est b e 
accomplished on high value soils, 
such as are found in the Bootheel, 
and it proposed that a research 
center conduct extensive experi­ 
ments on the value of wide-scale 
livestock production here. 
And of course the committee no­ 
ted that horticultural crops have 
the highest value per acre of any 
crop that can b e produced, and it 
immediately recognized that South­ 
east Missouri has many conditions 
in its fav o r fo r the 
production o f 
fruits and v egetables. But it glso 
reco gnized that as o f 1956, there 
are innumerable prob lems facing 
farmers who are interested in such 
production. The 
co mmittee 
pro­ 
posed tha t'a research center con­ 
duct ex tensiv e experiments in o r- 


der to improve the future of truck 
farming in the Bootheel. 
The college s riudy group listed 
many of the prob lems which must 
b e overcome in Southeast Missouri 
b efore th<* full agricultural poten­ 
tial of the area is reached. But the 
' committee stated that these prob ­ 
lems can b e overcome if the proper 
amount of research is done. In oth­ 
er words, if the legislature appro 
priâtes the necessary funds for a 
Delta Research Center, then work 
can b egin next year in solving 
our present farm prob lems. 
And the General Assemb ly will 
appropriate the funds if Southeast 
Missouri shows enough Interest in 
selling the idea to the rest of the 
slate. 
In othi-r words the success or 
failure of the proposed Delta Re­ 
search Center rests on the Boot 
heel.

The first important steel bridge 
in the nation—Eads Bridge—was

U. S. which, built in 100 days, cap­ 
tured two forts and an island and

City? 
In fact, the first separation, dis­ 
tribution and bagging of overland 
mail carried on the railroad were 
performed on the St. Joseph Rail­ 
road (1862) and the first postal ar 
w as contstructed in Hannibal. 
Our transportation history also 
had its elements of humor. For in­ 
stance, as late as 1932. you could 
take a Missouri Pacific trip from 
St. Louis to Arcadia and, for $2.50 
round trip, you were treated to a 
barbecue at Arcadia. 
In the air, Missouri took many 
leads—such as Lindberg. a St. Lou­ 
isan, the first to fly non-stop be­ 
tween New York and Paris: the 
first parachute jump from a plane 
piloted by a Jefferson Barracks 
man: a first indoor glider flight in 
dead air in St. Louis during a 1930 
Boy Scout circus; 
and did you 
know, too. that dirigible 
balloon 
races were held in St. Louis in 1909 
comprised of the only four exist­ 
ing dirigibles in the nation? 
Transportation-wise,

of the Automobile Club of Missouri 
at their semi-annual meeting in 
St. Louis.

A statement issued by the Board 
goes on to say: Contrary to the 
practice in several other states, 
Missouri now levies its sales tax 
upon the full price of any car be­ 
ing purchased, regardless of cir­ 
cumstances and without regard to 
the value of a trade-in car upon 
which the full sales tax has already- 
been paid. This is an obvious and 
unwarranted form of double tax­ 
ation imposed upon the car buyer. 
This is a sales tax bite that should 
be stopped. 


Records of the Automobile Manu­ 
facturers Association show that in 
1955 there were 178.704 new passen­ 
ger cars sold in Missouri. They al­ 
so indicate that there were 268.000 
used car sales. In the total of 446,- 
700 car sales in Missouri, there 
were 278.751 cars traded in. Every­ 
one of these car buyers had this 
double tax bite inflicted upon him. 
Many states recognize the ineq­ 
uity of paymg a tax on the full 
purchase price w-here a trade-in is 
used, by exempting the trade-in 
value from taxation. Among these 
states are Arizona, Colorado. Illin­ 
ois. Kansas. Maine, New Mexico 
and North Dakota. 


The Automobile Club of Missou­ 
ri recommended passage of a bill 
at the last session of the legisla­ 
ture legalizing the elimination of 
sales tax on the trade-in value of 
a car. House Bill No. 46. sponsor­ 
ed by both Democrats and Repub­ 
licans. passed the House 133 to 5 
and the Senate by a vote of 19 to 
13. It was vetoed by the Governor 
on the ground of unconstitutional- 
ityy. 
This double tax bite has since 
been the subject of much public 
discussion. We. therefore, urge the 
Legislature to frame a bill that w ill 
meet the requirements of consti­

The National Safety Council has 
received a grant of $75,000 to en­ 
able it to help religious leaders of 
America conduct a nationwide cru­ 
sade for safety.

SOLVING OUR FARM 
PR O B L E M S 
Perhaps it is redundant to say 
that the future of agriculture in 
Southeast Missouri depends upon 
how well we solve the problems 
facing the farmer' today, But agri­ 
cultural economists insist that if ag 
riculture would spend 
sufficient 
capital each year on farm research 
the potential of farming in 
the 
United States is beyond imagina­ 
tion. 
Staff members of *he College of 
Agriculture at the University of 
Missouri have also insisted that 
Southeast Missouri holds the great­ 
est agricultural potential of 
any 
area in the country. And South 
east Missouri intends to a k 
the 
next General Assembly for a six- 
year $1,820,000 appropriation for 
the construction and maintenance 
of a Delta Research Center in the 
Bootheel. 
As a result of a comprehensive 
study made by a special Missouri 
Cotton Producers committee, the 
proposal to establish a research 
center in this area will be made to 
the legislature by Bootheel legisla­ 
tors. While arriving at its conclus­ 
ion to establish an experiment cen­ 
ter here, the special committee al­ 
so named tpeciflc problems now 
facing Southeast Missouri 
which 
must be overcome before the full 
potential of this area is realized 
j 
The committee, focusing much of 
its attention on cotton, called for 
more experimentation and informa­ 
tion on land leveling, drainage and 
irrigation of cotton production, on 
efficient use of mechanization, on 
cotton breeding and varletyy test­ 
ing. or insect control, on cotton 
diseases and defoliation 
Pointing 
to these problems in particular, the 
committee stated that 
solutions 
must be found—and wisely pointed 
out that the only way to find the 
solutions is to establish a research 
center in the cotton country. 
Since Southeast Missouri, some 
years, produces one-half of 
the 
state's soybean crop, the commit­ 
tee listed several problems now fac­ 
ing bean farm ers in this arca. A- 
mong them are bean 
diseases, 
breeding and variety problems, and 
soyybean culture. On grain crops, 
the committee noted problems of 
' harvesting, storage and marketing, 
of better breeding varieties and the 
breeding of small grain. 
The 14-man agriculture commis­ 
sion noted that highly profitable 
livestock production can best be 
accomplished on high value soils, 
such as are found in the Bootheel, 
and it proposed that a research 
' center conduct extensive experi­ 
ments on the value of wide-scale 
j livestock production here. 
And of course the committee no­ 
ted that horticultural crops have 
the highest value per acre of any 
crop that can be produced, and it 
immediately recognized that South- 
, oast Missouri has many conditions 
in its favor for the production of 
fruits and vegetables. But it glso 
recognized that as of 1956, there 
are innumerable problems facing 
farmers wno are inter ested in such 
production. The committee 
pro­ 
posed that' a research center con­ 
duct extensive experiments in or­ 


der to improve the future of truck ( 
farming in the Bootheel. 
The college s study group listed 
many of the problems which must 
be overcome in Southeast Missouri 
before the full agricultural poten­ 
tial of the arca is reached. But ihe 
committee stated that these prob­ 
lems can be overcome if the proper 
amount of research is done. In oth­ 
er words, if the legislature appro­ 
priates the necessary funds for a 
Delta Research Center, then work 
can begin next year in solving 
our present farm problems 
And the General Assembly will 
appropriate the funds if Southeast 
Missouri shows enough interest in 
selling the idea to the rest of the 
state. 
In other words the success or 
failure of the proposed Delta Re­ 
search Center rests on the B a t­ 
hed.
